International relations — Economic 
disorder in Europe continues an obsta- 
cle to the establishment of permanent 
peace, to the elimination of unemploy- 
ment and to the restoration of normal 
living conditions and contains also the 
menace of still further unhappy de- 
velopments. It seems manifest that 
the lack of a just and lasting settle 
ment in Europe refiects into many of 
our own domestic problems. It is clear 
that businéss conviction would wel- 
come the opportunity for the United 
States either officially or unofficially 
to be helpful in the solution of these

She was a delicate infant, in 
whom the spark of life had been kept 
only by careful administration of a 
complicated food formula. 

Although the formula has been pub- 
lished broadcast in hope that the kid 
naper would see it and take heed, this 
hope was slight.

The 
instant the lungs begin breathing, the 
hole in the heart must close; otherwise 
a blue baby results. 

If at any time in later life this hole 
opens, there is a mixture of pure and 
impure blood, and the whole body takes 
on a blue cast. If the ovale fissure 
opens wide, not enough aerated blood 
can be pimped by the heart, and the 
patient dies of suffocation. 


MAN WITH BLUE 
SKIN DIES; BRAIN, 
HEART BLUE, TOO 


Former Soldier Was a 


Show Exhibit. 


New York, Aug. 20.—Fred Walters, 
whose bright blue skin had made him 
a good living for many years in side 
shows, died today in Bellevue hospital 
from heart disease. 

Physicians at the institution made 
@ careful examination. of Walters 
body, and discovered to their amaze- 
ment that not only his skin, but all 
his organs and tissues, including brain, 
heart and muscles, were of the same 
brilliant color. 

“The coloring,” the doctors an- 
nounced, “was due to ‘argyria’ and 
chronic silver poisoning. Some forty 
years ago Walters is said to have 
worked in a mine in Australia. If 
this report is correct, it is probable 
that while in the mine Walters 
breathed into his body nitrate of l- 
ver, which turned him blue.” 

Walters is survived by his widow 
and a 6 year old daughter. 

He was an officer in the 17th regi- 
ment, Duke of Cambridge's Own Lan- 
cers, and saw service in India. In 
maneuvers he was thrown and his 
horse fell on him. A theory expressed 
by Buropean scientists was that this 
fall was responsible for his coloring. 

Prof. Verscher of Berlin, after a 
thorough examination, said he be- 
lieved the coloring was cau by the 
opening of a small valve in the heart, 
caused by the shock when the horse 
fell on Walters’ chest. 

The valve, known as the foramen 
ovale, was said to be damaged so that 
circulation ot blood was impeded and 
the venous blood mixed with the ar 
terial.

We know that the urging frequently is violent 
and that it sometimes is coercion, but that is a vio- 
lation of law, and there is plenty of law to handle 
it. We do not properly protect individuals against 
lawless unionism, but that is no excuse for a law 
which seeks to prevent a citizen from advancing 
what he thinks is public policy. 

Mr. Gompers has not a disorderly mind and he 
is not a lawless man. We disagree with him often 
enough, but on the essential principles of society 
we think he ie sound and that his influence in 
unionism has been good. Aimost any partisan will 
be violent at times, but Gompers in his protest 
against the impgirment of liberty by law and the 
administration of law is worth listening to. 
Americans are so convinced that their freedom 
is real and will not be injured that they are the 
most indifferent people in the world to changes 
which are depriving them of what they think they 
have and hold. They are permitting a growth of 
law which is wholly ruthless to the individual, 
asserting what he may read, what he may drink. 
what he may see, what he may say, restrictions 
far beyond the recognized necessities of public 
security, morals, and decencies. 

Of course there will be a reaction. Disregard of 
law is one. Assault on the courts is another. The 
practice of law to obstruct justice is another. 

The freedom of the federal court from many of 
the exigencies and uncertainties of politics is a 
blessing to the country, but if it assumes in the 
public mind the form of a judicial autocracy there 
will be a revolt against it. We do not believe that 
the American people willingly are giving up a 
their ideas of individual liberty of action, speech, 
and habit. are doing it unknowingly. When 
they feel the h of a law they don't like they 
disregard it or try to; and generally succeed. It 
is bad business and it will make a bad political 
situation.

We do not suggest that the police allow vice and 
immiorality to get out of hand and become a public 
offense, but we do think that the emphasis of 
police work should de directed against the robber 
and murderer and not against lax men and women.

Strikes a New Chord 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Fried and Dried Parsley. 


Any cook who discovers how swug- 
gestive and delicious is a bit of fried 
parsley can but wonder why the cook 


~ | books have rarely or never told how 


to do it, nor the writers on good eat- 
ing mentioned it. I never fix up a 
bit of it that I am not more or less 
enraptured with its crisp and sugges 
tive favor. And it is so easy to doa 
bit awa garnish for any piece of meat. 
It may be fried in a mere tablespoon 
of fat, although the kettle of deep fat 
would undoubtedly be better and surer, 
and when it was more used than now 
perhaps parsley cooked in the hot fat 
was a more common garnish and sea- 
soning bit-—-such an excellent one! 
First, whether parsley is to be 
chopped fine and used with butter or 


lit, and perhaps drier than that. A 
| way to get a small amount of it as dry 
as a bone, so that it may be chopped 
fine and 44 — or so that it may 
be cooked in some hot fat, is to heat 
a long handled frying pan—a small 
one will do—then take it from the fire 
and toss the sprigs of parsley on it 
until there is no longer a hiss of water 
on the pan as they hit it. It may be 
necessary to heat the pan once or 
twice over, for the curly parsley will 
hold a great deal of water, and it is 
not wilted by this process. 


To fry a little parsley in butter melt 


a tablespoon in a small frying pan, 


and when it ia hot tip the melted but- 
ter to one side and drop the bone dry 
parsley in it. Stir it around for a 
minute or more, then put to drain on 
wire sieve or something of the sort— 
and when it is cold it should be so 
crisp as to break into a powder readily.
